Kissinger today assured Syria 
that his peacem aking efforts 
include all Middle E ast issues, 
including the Israeli-occupied 
Golan Heights.

Israeli P rim e M inister Y it­ 
zhak Rabin said Friday it was 
“difficult to suppose that one 
could reach an interim settle­ 
m ent’’ with Syria because of 
the limited negotiable territory 
on the Golan Heights.

aboard K issinger’s jet were 
told that Israeli officials gave 
him the im pression that Israel 
is prepared to try and that 
K issinger is a willing m ediator. 


S y ria ’s 
governm ent, co n ­ 
trolled 
press 
has expressed 
reservations about his step-by- 
step approach to negotiations, 
reflecting official fears here 
that Syrian problem s could be 
neglected once the Sinai accord 
is concluded. 
"I have always said that the 


United States is dedicated to 
establishing just and lasting 
peace in the Middle E ast, in­ 
cluding all issues and all p ar­ 
ties c o n c e rn e d ,’’ K issinger 
said. “ We have always con­ 
sidered Syria very im portant to 
achieve our goal.” 
K issinger was expected to 
m eet with President Hafez As­ 
sad and other Syrian leaders 
before heading on to Jerusalem 
this evening to continue his m e­ 
diation between Egypt and Is­ 
rael. 
He said before leaving Egypt 
that he may return to the 
Middle E ast next month if he 
fails to w rap up the Sinai a c ­ 
cord on this trip. 
He told newsmen in the Medi­ 
terranean resort of Alexandria 
that his talks with President 
Anwar Sadat had been “ very 
satisfactory.” 
“ Progress has been m ade,” 
he added.

before their scheduled starting 
time. 
The jurors were dressed cas­ 
ually, with two of the women 
wearing shorts. 
The jury received the case 
shortly before lunch Friday and 
worked nearly six hours. 
During the first half day of 
deliberations, the jury called 
for maps which had been used 
throughout the 14 weeks of the 
trial but which apparently had 
not been received as evidence 
The panel also asked for a 
m agnifying glass which had 
been used to help identify dem ­ 
onstrators and Ohio National 
G uardsm en in hundreds of pho­ 
tographs of events May 4, 1970. 
The jury received the case 
a fte r the judge instructed them 
for 2* 2 hours on the issues in the 
suit and the law that applied. 


L ater, the jury called for 12 
copies of his charge.

CHARLESTON, WVa. (AP) 
— Striking Appalachian coal 
m in e rs, b itte rly denouncing 
United Mine W orkers President 
Arnold Miller, have vowed to 
continue their wildcat strike re­ 
gardless of federal court action. 
Votes on w hether to obey a 
tem porary 
restraining order 
and return to work Monday are 
scheduled for Sunday at Draw- 
dy Falls, a roadside park in 
Boone County that has become

Raleigh County'. 
One local union president. 
Hayes Holstein, said Friday 
there is a “50-50 chance" the 
m iners will vote to obey the or­ 
der and go back. 
But most of the 100 miners 
who picketed the federal build­ 
ing in Charleston Friday said 
no one really expects that out­ 
come. 
“There will be no work,” ex­ 
claim ed one m iner, “ no work at 
all until this thing is settled and 
they quit putting people in jail.” 
“ If the men w ant to go back 
to work, so be it.” said another 
miner. “But if they want to stay 
out. then, by God. we’ll stay 
out. This is the showdown." 
An estim ated 37,000 miners 
were off their jobs Friday in

Problem Continues

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tar as many as 5,000 refugees 
have received some kina of 
public assistance. 
Horror stories of what can 
befall refugees once they leave 
the camps do not encourage the 
more timid to be in any hurry to 
depart. There are tales of a 
Vietnamese family caught in a 
tug-of-war between two prises - 
sive sponsors, of Vietnamese 
being used as cheap labor by 
their sponsors or of provoking a 
row between two unions in Cali­ 
fornia; here the Vietnamese 
workers were brought into a 
factory by the Team sters union 
where a strike, led by the 
United Farm Workers union, 
was going on. 
THERE ARE ALSO misun­ 
derstandings in many states as 
to how much financial help they 
should give destitute Vietna­ 
mese. The guidelines from the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare lay down that 
the state should step in with 
public assistance 
for * the 
refugees only when their spon­ 
sorship has broken down. 
Yet there was a case of a 
small Vietnamese boy who fell 
ill and whose medical bills soon 
climbed to over $1,000 but who 
was still being cared for by a 
sponsor. In fact, states will be 
reimbursed for all 
medical 
treatment and food stamps 
given to the refugees even if 
they are still living with their 
sponsor. 
But whereas some refugees 
are frightened to leave the 
camps, as many as 2,000, most 
of whom are still on Guam is­ 
land, want to return to Viet­ 
nam.

give them blood tests, Social 
Security numbers and security 
checks, and then to find a fam ­ 
ily, organization or community 
willing to sponsor them. 
THE SPONSOR accepts re­ 
sponsibility for thé cost of sup­ 
porting the refugee family until 
the breadwinner finds a job and 
a home. Earlier hopes of the 
task force to publicize the need 
for more sponsors by getting

came to nothing. No senator or 


congressm an felt

However, over half of the 
130,000 refugees who fled to the 
United States last spring have 
already been settled. But after 
the first rush of enthusiasm 
new sponsors have become 
hard to find. 
Initially over 1,000 refugees a 
day were leaving the camps; 
now fewer than 500 a day are 
being settled outside. This slow­ 
down has resulted in some 
bickering between 
the task 
force and the eight voluntary 
agencies helping to arrange the 
sponsors. 
One of the most active, the 
United States Catholic Confer­ 
ence, accuses the task force of 
being interested only in num­ 
bers and in fulfilling its quota of 
refugees leaving the camps. 
The Catholic Conference is at­ 
tacked by the task force for 
being too slow in checking the 
sponsors and particularly for 
allowing the refugees to refuse 
offers of SDonsorshiD. 


IT IS UNFORTUNATE that 
the two states, Washington and 
Maine, which have made the 
greatest effort to help the refu­ 
gees by initiating state sponsor­ 
ship programmes are both in 
cold clim es; 
m ost of the 
refugees want to live in the sun. 
Refugees are allowed to leave 
the camps to live with a friend 
or relative who has said that he 
is willing to have them. In these 
cases little checking of the 
sponsoring 
fam ily’s back­ 
ground is done and more and 
more of these refugees are 
turning up at the Social Se­ 
curity offices after the friend or 
relative decides that feeding 
four or five more mouths is 
more than was bargained for. 
The task force estimates that so

The federal inter-agency 
refugee task force, set up by 
President Ford to coordinate 
the settling of the refugees, re­ 
mains hopeful that everyone 
will he out of the camps,by the 
end of the year, even the 5,000 
on the Pacific islands of Wake 
and Guam still waiting to come 
to the United States. That looks 
unlikely.

House For Rend 
America? 
I n about the year 980 Erik the 
Red, son of one Thorvald who 
had been forced to leave 
Norway because of a killing, 
was, him self, outlawed in 
Iceland because of a bloody 
dispute over some boards for a 
bench. So Erik sailed west and 
at last came to a huge land 
capped by perpetual ice, but 
containing sheltered inlets 
where grass grew lush in the 
summer. 
After three years he returned 
with his crew to Iceland, saying 
“ I will, call 
the new land 
Greenland, for it is a name that 
will make peopl*» come.” And 
so they came, a fleet of 25 ships, 
of which 14 arrived with 
women, children and cattle, 
and Erik built his rude chief’s 
house at a place he named 
Brattahlid on a deep bay he 
proudly called Eriksfjord. 
In the year 1000 Erik’s son. 
Leif the Lucky, sailed east and 
entered the service of King Olaf 
Tryggvason. 
Norway 
was 
undergoing 
the 
sw iftest 
Christianization of, 
perhaps, 
any land in history, for the king 
was threatening to behead all 
who kept to the old gods. And 
when Leif said he wanted to 
return to Greenland the kind 
ordered him to bring Christ to 
the Vikings there by any means 
necessary. 


"So,” says, the saga, "Leif 
sailed away, but he was at sea 
for a long time, and he found a 
new land of which he had never 
heard 
before. 
He 
found 
grapevines and self-sown fields 
of wheat there, and he named it 
Vineland. There were trees of a 
sort called ‘masur’ (maple), 
and Leif and his men took 
specimens of all this home with 
them." 
The next year two of Erik’s 
men, Kartsefm and Snorri, set 
forth in two ships with 160 men 
to find Vineland. A strong 
southerly wind blew them 
northward along the east coast 
of Greenland, but finally they 
went westward and came to a 
bare land of great stone slabs 
(Baffin Island) and a swift- 
flowing gulf (the mouth of 
Hudson Bay) and a land of 
forests (Labrador). 


“ vin” is also an old-Norse word 
for lushness. The sagas were 
told for 300 years before they 
were written, and in the telling 
grapes may have been in­ 
terpolated. 
Yet what about the Ken­ 
sington Stone of Minnesota? 
And w hat of the upended 
sandstone slab at Heavener, 
Okla., that the earliest settlers 
140years ago called the "Indian 
Rock” because they took its 
markings to be Indian pic- 
tographs, now recognized as 
Norse runes? Can these be 
hoaxes? 
Or did parties of Norse ad- 
ventureres 
penetrate deeply 
into 
Am erica 
before 
the 
Skraelings finished them? If 
any had survived to bring back 
tales of short winters, long 
grass and rich hunting, is it not 
reasonable to assum e that 
large Norse settlements would 
have followed? 
Why would a people bold 
enough to have encircled 
Europe pry open America’s 
treasure house and then silently 
close the door?

well see his entire election 
effort undermined.

Summer Was 
Busy Time 
For Library 


Citizens, young and old, are 
using the Salem Public Library 
in record numbers says Librar­ 
ian Robert Audretsch. That is 
one sign, he says, that our local 
economy possibly has still not 
taken an upswing. (Library use 
is almost always a reverse indi­ 
cator of economic 
trends. 
People used libraries in record 
numbers during the 1930’s 
whereas most libraries nation­ 
wide experienced substantial 
l)ook circulation drops during 
the 1960’s). 
The 
circulation 
of 
books, 
magazines, and other Library 
materials for the first 7 months 
of 1975 stood at 106,163 com­ 
pared to 95,243 for the same pe­ 
riod last year. That is an in­ 
crease of over 11 per cent. 


No one group of people seems 
to be using the library more, 
says Audretsch. Both the circu­ 
lation of adult books and chil­ 
dren books 
has 
increased 
equally. The most popular 
types of books right now are fic­ 
tion books in the children’s 
room and do-it-yourself books 
for adults. “ We even have a 
waiting list for some of our auto 
repair manuals,” says Aud­ 
retsch. 
Of the four summer pro­ 
grams for children all, except 
the summer reading club for 
the visually impaired, have 
shown gains over last summer. 
Attendance at Story Hours at 
the library increased from 155 
to 249; books circulated at play­ 
ground story hours increased 
from 249 to 381; books read by 
Summer Reading Club partici­ 
pants increased from a total of 
1,666 to 2,344 in 1975; and chil­ 
dren completing the Summer 
Re. 
mg Club goal of 12 books 
read increased from 94 to 120. 
Audretsch credits some o. the 
increase in Library use to “ bet- 
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ter publicity.” He says he has 
been putting more and more 
emphasis on letting the news 
media know about new books 
and new services. “ Our area 
newspapers and WSOM have 
cooperated tremendously" he 
says.

Voting Rights 
Act Hit by 
Nevada 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - 
Nevada wants out from under 
the new federal Voting Rights 
A ct because of an “absurd” re­ 
quirement to print ballots in an 
A m erican Indian language 
w hich has no written form. 
And Secretary of State Bill 
Swackhamer also claimed Fri­ 
day that federal figures on lan­ 
guage minorities in Nevada are 
out of whack with the state’s 
own figures. 


“In the first place, I feel 
th ere’s absolutely 
no d is­ 
crimination against minority 
group voters in this state,’’ 
Swackhamer said in outlining a 
proposed challenge to the act 
jrecently passed by Congress. 


For instance, Swackhamer 
said one county — Elko — is 
identified in the Congressional 
Record as having an Indian mi­ 
nority with a high rate of illit­ 
eracy in English. 
The Voting Rights Act would 
require ballots and voter regis­ 
tration forms there to be print­ 
ed in the Indians’ own lan- 
guage. 
Elko County 
Indians are 


mainly Shoshone-Paiutes on the 
Duck Valley Indian Reserva­ 
tion. 
“It’s absurd to require a bal­ 
lot in their language because 
it’s not a written language — its 
spoken,” Swackhamer said. 
Robert Robey, chief tribal 
judge on the Duck Valley reser­ 
vation, agrees. 
‘They’ve got to be some kind 
of idiots to require that,” he 
says. ‘‘They’re probably not 
very well informed. 
‘‘A couple of professors came 
through here two years ago 
with books which had phonetic 
Shoshone-Paiute. Nobody could 
understand even that. Almost 
everybody here reads and 
writes English.” 
There have been several re­ 
cent attempts to work out a 
written Paiute-Shoshone lan­ 
guage but none has had any 
widespread success, he said. 
Robey also questioned the il­ 
literacy rate cited for Elko 
County Indians by the Congres­ 
sional Record. The Record says 
about 8 per cent of the county’s 
residents are Indians, who have 
an 18 per cent illiteracy rate.

When I swal­ 
low certain foods I have very loud 
hiccoughs: Can a hernia get 
larger? Will it harm the hernia (o 
eat " hat I please as long as I take 
medicine at mealtime and be­ 
tween meals? 
Dear Render — A hernia of a 
portion of the stomach through an 
enlarged hole in the diaphragm is 
a common occurrence. You can 
demonstrate some degree of this 
in as high as 50 per cent of people 
over 50 years of age. 
The heartburn comes from 
leaking acid stomach contents out 
of the stomach into the lower 
esophagus (food tube) where it 
joins the stomach at the location 
where the stomach herniates 
through the diaphragm. 
The hernia disrupts the normal 
closure mechanism that prevents 
leaking stomach contents back­ 
ward. You can have a hiatal 
hernia and not liave this problem, 
or you can have a faulty closure 
mechanism without the hernia. 
A lot of the management of a 
hiatal hernia is directed toward 
neutralizing the acid in the 
stomach and preventing leaking 
of the contents backward. These 
measures help prevent the heart­ 
burn. There is a good reason to try 
to prevent heartburn, because it is 
a symptom of chemical irritation 
of the lower esophagus. The 
hernia may or may not get larger, 
but the constant irritation of the 
lower esophagus can cause it to 
contract and scar until it becomes 
difficult for food to pass through 
the damaged area into the stom­ 
ach. 
To prevent this disagreeable 


complication, it is important that 
you follow your doctor’s dim 
tions carefully. Your living habits 
are just as important as your 
medicines, including eating small 
meals, not 
lying down after 
eating, not wearing any constrict­ 
ing garment or belt around your 
waist and avoiding bending over. 
Dea- Dr. Lamb — Do ice-cold 
beverages like tea or coke, or the 
eating of ice cubes, have any ad­ 
verse effect on the heart, the 
heart rate, high blood pressure, 
emphysema or ulcers? 
Dear Reader — Not usually, 
but I’m not convinced that coid 
fluids are entirely harmless. If 
you fill the stomach with ice water 
it will chill the underneath surface 
of the heart. The heart rests on the 
diaphragm over the stomach like 
sitting on a pillow. The chilled 
water will result in changes in the 
electrocardiogram 
(T 
wave 
changes >. 
1 have seen several cases of 
young men (one 21 and other 24) 
w ho drank lots of cold liquids just 
after vigorous exercise, as during 
a football game, who developed 
chest pain thereafter and had a 
heart attack. I do not know 
w hether the attack would have oc­ 
curred anyway or not. But with 
the knowledge that cold fluids 
chill the heart and knowing that 
the arteries to the heart can go 
into spasm, 1 have always sus­ 
pected that the cold caused the at­ 
tack. 
For this reason, I 
think 
anyone who is very hot or has 
been exercising should not drink 
cold liquids, but should drink liq­ 
uids that are only lightly cool, as 
ordinary tap water, at least until 
after they have cooled down and 
rested from the exertion.
